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Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

Comments  for  release  of  July  24  (based  on  reoprts  from  exporters  fro  the  period  ending 
July  17,  1980): 

Wheat:  Net  sales  of  804,300  metric  tons  (MT)  continue  at  a  strong  pace.  China  accounted  for 
most  of  the  new  business  with  212,000  MT.  Smaller  sales  were  recorded  for  Korea  (47,300  MT), 
the  Netherlands  (43,600  MT),  Morocco  (39,700  MT),  and  253,700  MT  were  reported  for  unknown 
destinations.  Exports  were  heavy  at  981,900  MT,  with  China  (215,900  MT),  Bangladesh  (88,900  MT), 
and  Japan  (72,600  MT)  the  major  destinations. 

Corn :  The  market  was  active  as  net  sales  totaled  1,396,800  MT,  of  which  615,400  MT  were  reported 
for  unknown  destinations.  Japan  (100,000  MT),  Belgium  (88,400  MT),  Egypt  (69,600  MT),  Korea 
(67,500  MT),  and  Portugal  (66,600  MT)  were  the  major  purchasers.  Exports  were  heavy  at 
1,018,000  MT. 

Sorghum:  The  market  was  quiet  as  net  sales  totaled  47,600  MT.  Mexico  purchased  15,300  MT 
and  30,500  MT  were  recorded  for  unknown  destinations.  Weekly  exports  were  48,000  MT. 

Ri ce :  The  market  was  quiet  as  net  sales  totaled  11,600  MT.  Jordan  accounted  for  12,600  MT  as 
a  result  of  a  destination  change  and  Zaire  purchased  6,300  MT  under  P.L.  480.  Sales  of  43,100  MT 
were  reported  for  marketing  year  (MY)  1980/81,  of  which  Mexico  accounted  for  37,000  MT.  Exports 
of  43,300  MT  went  mostly  to  Korea  and  Jordan. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  totaled  131,700  MT,  up  significantly  from  the  previous  week's  level.  Major 
declared  destinations  included  Japan  (49,000  MT)  and  France  (29,800  MT).  Sales  to  unknown 
destinations  were  143,900  MT.  Exports  moved  up  sharply  to  253,600  MT  and  the  major  destinations 
were  Japan  (52,200  MT),  Mexico  (50,300  MT),  the  Netherlands  (36,300  MT),  France  (29,800  MT), 

Korea  (24,900  MT),  and  Spain  (24,800  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  continued  to  decline  by  dropping  to  85,200  MT.  The  more  important 
declared  markets  were  the  Netherlands  (36,700  MT),  Canada  (7,000  MT),  and  Germany  (5,100  MT). 

Sales  to  unknown  destinations  totaled  30,600  MT.  In  contrast  to  sales,  meal  exports  moved  up 
sharply  from  the  previous  week's  level  and  reached  153,200  MT.  The  Netherlands  was  the  principal 
destination  at  84,400  MT,  followed  by  Venezuela  (39,000  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  The  only  significant  development  for  soybean  oil  was  a  reduction  of  30,000  MT  in 
outstanding  sales  to  the  USSR. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  remains  dull.  A  sale  of  10,400  RB  to  Taiwan  was  the  only  significant 
transaction  in  MY  1979/80's  increase  of  20,200  RB.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  38,900  RB  were  primarily 
to  Japan  (19,600  RB)  and  Hong  Kong  (12,800  RB).  Exports  were  strong  with  152,100  RB  shipped. 

Ninety  percent  went  to  Asia,  including  44,400  RB  to  China,  and  9  percent  went  to  Europe. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Net  sales  totaled  276,500  pieces.  Buyer  interest  continues  for  whole  cattle 
hides,  which  totaled  247,800  pieces.  The  major  buyers  for  whole  hides  were  Japan  (141,400  pieces), 
and  Taiwan  (56,900  .pieces) .  Exports  of  hides  and  skins  totaled  296,600  pieces. 

Barley,  Oats,  and  Rye:  .Showed  no  significant  activity.
